Then came the 
meeting in the chamber of the house 
of representatives, at which hundreds 
heard the eloquent -Nebraskan .give 
his views of the propo^f4a^fa;guJtrr,„ 
antee foante deposits. . . '-!,'-<"•'•' 


' Mr. Bryan explaTneif.Ktcom^lete de- 


tail his plan;'f4rt|«^«V^a0pt-o' 
national and, state laws,j»oyi^ing lor 
the absolute security of bank,, deposi- 
tors. 
He, alsOi^w.ered;..a]ixtjie. pub- 


lished objections to ttie.; system and 
greatly -strengthened .his arguments 
in behalf of security for depositors by 
these answers. 


,The following is Mr. Bryin's con- 


clusion of his address: "Pixifcect the 
depositors and let them understand 
that they can't lose, and tiien there 
will not be any runs on the banks and 
we will have fewer failures'than we 
have today. I appreciate the ^great 
courtesy you have shown me in per- 
mitting me to address you, and I feels 
deeply interested in this subject; I 
feel interested, but not more thai you, 
gentlemen, feel interested. .Aye, if 
there is any difference, 
you 
•._ must 


have a larger interest than- I-have. I 
am a private citizen and Interested 
as a private citizen in all that tends 
to make my country .great and my 
people happy. But you bear th« 
larger responsibility. V$iile I act as 
an individual and speak *>nly because 
of my interest in the institution and 
in the nation, you bear a responsi- 
bility that has been placed* «pbn you 
by the suffrages .of your countrymen. 
Let us make all of our banks .good; 
let us make our banks all equally 
good and let the advantage that the 
bank secures be secured

While Colonel Bryan's address in 


the legislative chamber dealt almost 
entirely with the question of a re-

WALDO PONDRAY WARREN 


A PROMOTION SYSTEM 


T 


HE cry is often heard that many large butineu houses 
have little in the way of a promotion system, and that 
employee may work away In some department for years 


without official notice being taken of them as Individuals. It 
Is good to know that this ie not true in all business houses, 
many of which have methods which bring the individual to 
the attention not merely of the department manager but of 
those in highest authority. 


In a large mercantile institution recently I was shown a 


system which is perhaps typical of the best method in gen- 
eral use. The man who explained it to me said: 


"We have a complete information card for every em- 


ploye. The cards are arranged according to the time of pro- 
motion or consideration. We gd over a certain number of 
these cards each day or each week, look up the individual, 
make,inquiries about him, consider his fitness for promotion 
or advancement in salary, and take such action as the condi- 
tions warrant. In course of six months we get around to the 
same person again. If an Increase was promised we have a 
note of it. If it is.desired to consider a person one month or 
three months from the time the matter comes up, his card is 
put in the proper box to be considered at that time. The re- 
sult is that no one is ever lost sight of, and many satisfac- 
tory promotions are made possible."
